Federal government could save 
$51, billion annually if congress 
and the president of the United 
States would follow recommenda- 
tions contained in: the Hoover 
Commission report, according to 
Dr. Dallas A, Tueller, professor of 
political science at Fresno State 
college, who spoke Tuesday eve- 
ning at the annual dinner meeting 
of the Strathmore chamber of 
commerce, held in the Strathmore 
Veterans’ Memorial building. 

In tracing the development of 


government agencies and bureaus 
through the years — a develop- 


ment that now results in an ex- 
penditure of $7 billion annually 
by the executive branch of the 
government — Dr. Tueller said 
that the “mushrooming” began 
during the Civil war, that it 
gained momentum during World 
War I and continued to grow 
through the 1930s and during 
World War II. 

Presidents Grover Cleveland, 
Theodore Roosevelt and William 
Howard Taft attempted to check 
the expansion of government bu- 
reaus, however, the general trend 
continued, the speaker said, reach- 
ing a peak of expansion during 
the 20-year period between 1986 
and 1950. s 

Dr. Tueller said that in this 
20-year period the national bud- 
get has jumped from four billion

Citrus Prorate 
Subject Of Vote 
In Two States 


Citrus growers and organiza- 
tions in Tulare county, and 
throughout California and Ari- 
zona, are this week receiving bal- 
lots for a United States depart- 
ment of agriculture referendum 
to determine continuation of the 
two-state federal marketing or- 
der program, commonly known as 
citrus prorate. 

Although cooperative organiza- 
tions can vote for their member- 
ship, the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange is not voting on the 
issue. The vote in Bxchange 
houses will lie with cooperative 
packing house boards, or with 
their individual growers, as house 
directors see fit. 

M. T. Coogan, field representa- 
tive in the Los Angeles office of 
the fruit and vegetable branch of 
the USDA Production and Market- 
ing administration, estimates that 
10,000 individual growers will 
vote on the issue, in addition to

California Farm 
Commodities Show 
Both Rise And Fall — 


Prices received by California 
producers for several farm prod- 
ucts continued upward during 
the month ended December 15. 
Prices for hay, rice, oranges. and 
lemons rose sharply while mod- 
erate gains were registered in the 
prices for flaxseed, milk cows, 
milk and turkeys. All feed grain 
prices advanced and reached the 
highest December level since 1947. 


In contrast, prices for cotton, 
cottonseed, wool, chickens, eggs, 
and all livestock with -the excep- 
tion of beef cattle declined dur- 
ing the month. There were no 
changes in the prices for potatoes, 
dried beans, and grapefruit as 
compared to mid-November. 

All mid-December livestock and 
poultry feed prices were higher 
than a month ago.

SIX PER CENT 
INCREASE URGED 
IN AGRICULTURE 


A six percent increase in agri- 
cultural production over 1951 is 
hoped for by the Administration, 
according to Clarence J. MecCor- 
mick, undersecretary of agricul- 
ture, who told reporters in San 
Francisco that was the Adminis- 
tration’s goal. 

A mine perecent increase in 
Lesith: as well as increases in pota- 
toes and cotton, are being asked 
while increased planting in sugar 
beets, rice and soybeans are be- 
ing discouraged. Wheat and bar- 
ley, according to McCormick, will 
be required in about the same 
amount as last year. 

McCormick told reporters that 
manpower on the farms is getting 
searcer. He pointed to the fact 
that the 1951 crop was produced

It 
will be helpful to anyone trying 
to make an early estimate of crop 
damage. 


The best time to begin control 
of two-spot mite in cotton is right 
now. Clean up those ditch banks, 
fence rows and barnyards, and get 
rid of the weeds which harbor the 
mites over winter. 


Perennial vegetables that can 
be planted now are, artichokes, 
asparagus, and rhubarb. The an- 
nual vegetables that should be 
planted in January are cabbage, 
carrots, lettuce, onions, and peas.

dollars to 70 billion and may go 
higher this year; that’ 350-gov- 
ernmental agencies employing 
about 570,000 persons hag risen 
to 1,812 employing 2,225,000 per- 
sons; that national debt has in- 
creased from $17 billion to some 
$215 billion, when the Hoover 
commission went to work, repre- 
senting $7,000 per American fam- 
ily. 

With authorization from ¢ton- 
gress and President Harry S. Tru- 
man, the bipartisan Hoover group 
was organized in 1947, with 12 
members, plus some 300 “experts” 
on 24 “‘task forces’ who dug into 
departments of the government 
to present facts and figures for 
evaluation by Mr. Hoover and his 
commission. 

Result was a six-volume edition, 
containing some 2,000,000 words 
of findings and recommendations. 

Dr. Tueller told of findings 
concerning the postoffice depart- 
ment, stating that this department 
now has 500,000 employees, 
handles $1,;300,000,000 per year; 
runs about $500,000,000 in the 
red annually, yet seems to do a 
fairly good job, even though using 
methods that were instigated in 
1836. 

The department is still doing 80 
per cent of the work by hand that 
could be more efficiently done by 
machines; each postcard costs 2% 
cents to print and eventual de- 
livery 800 pages of rules and regu- 
lations govern the department, 
while Some 50 separate govern-| 
meta] appropriations are neces- 
sary to keep the offige operating. 

The Hoover commission stated 
that the postal department could 
save $140,000,000 a year by better 
organization, that. another $114,- 
000,000 should be raised by in- 
creased rates and recommended 
15 regional offices authorized to’ 
make decisions relative to local 
postoffices, rather than to have 
the system centered in Washing- 
ton. 

Dr. Tueller said that the Hoover 
report showed that in 1930 the 
department of agriculture spent 
$26,000,000; in 1950 it spent 
$834,000,000. Twenty agencies of 
more or less overlapping work 
report independently to Washing- 
ton; field agencies overlap; credit 
agencies are not run on sound 
banking principles; in Maryland 
there was one department of agri- 
culture employee for every 34 
farmers and in Missouri, a farmer 
got five different answers from 
five different agencies within the 
department on the same question. 
A saving of $80,000,000 per year 
was indicated in this department 
by recommended reorganization. 

Concerning the public health 
service, the army and navy and 
the veteran’s administration, the 
Hoover report found that 225,000 
government hospital beds were 
available for 19,000,000 persons 
eligible to use them. Only 155,- 
000 beds were being utilized, but 
at the time of the investigation, 
the Veterans’ administration was 
asking for 50,000 more beds. 

The speaker said the Hoover 
report recommended that the U.S. 
Army engineers be confined to 
work relating to the national de- 
fense; that the bureau of reclama- 
tion, with some of its present 
power deleted, handle construc- 
‘tion of dams, and other work, that 
the two agencies now compete to! 
get. 

In the personnel department of 
the United States, it was found | 
that 10,000 civil service workers 
in 1853 had jumped to more than 
two million, that it took an aver- 
age 218 days from the time a 
civil service examination was an- 
nounced to actually get a worker 
on the federal payroll and that, 
there was an annual 500,000 
turnover of government workers.

Now if we had wanted 49 postcards, the clerk could have opened 
the package of 50 and given us 49 cards for 2 cents each. But when 
the job is done the easy wa: that is passing the cards out in 
counted bundles, up comes an extra 10 per cent. 

If we had wanted to stand at a window and buy 500 postcards, 
one at a time, we were told we could get them for 2 cents each, mean- 
while tying up considerable time of our own, of a postal clerk and 
of the irritated people in the line behind us. But if we just wanted 
to pick up 500 postcards and get out, bingo, an extra 10 per cent. 

In any business we ever heard of, volume sale and ease of 
handling brings a reduced price. Of course we could hardly expect 
the government to operate like people but we must admit we're still 
a little confused, Forty-nine cards for 98 cents. Fifty cards, for 
another 2 cents plus 10 per cent. : 

Strange indeed are the workings of the bureaucratic mind. We 
just can’t understand it, unless the postal department is taking its 
cue from those five percenters we've been hearing about, then adding 
another five percent of their own. 

But whatever the reason, we 


buy our postcards in lots of 49 
from here on out. If you happen to be standing behind us, just be 
patient.
